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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

1 . Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In line 7 of claim 17, the formula of "(((phenyl)2P)2NCH2CH2)N" should be 
replaced with "(((phenyl)2P)2NCH2CH2)3N". This rejection has been made in the 
previous Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claims 29, 32, 34-36 and 38-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Dixon et al. (US 2005/0119516). 

Dixon's trimerization catalyst of Example 3 and 4 comprising 
CrCl3[bis(HN(CH2CH2P(Ph)2)2)] and aluminoxane, wherein group -CH2CH2HNCH2CH2- 
is equivalent to the bridge "B" of the instant claims. Duxon's teaching meets the 
limitation of the instant claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim1-16 and 18-28 are allowed. 

4. Claim 1 7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. Claims 33 and 37 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

6. Applicant's arguments filed August 6, 2007 have been fully considered. In view 
of applicants' amendments and remarks, except rejections as shown above, the rest of 
the rejections in the previous Office Action are withdrawn.
